WASHINGTON, January 11.—The Pa- 


cific railroad lunding bill went to ita 
tlooui in the house today under au nd- 
veree majority of 06. The friends of the 
meaaure wh.) had predicted ita passage 
up to the last moment were Hnrpriaed by 
the decisive character of their defeat. 
They had been led to hope from the 
votes on the (substitute that the bill hod 
more than an even chance of passage. 
TUB Bell substitute provided that if the 
Union Pacific find Central Pacific would 
clear oft the liret mortage and advance 
the government lion, the government 
would extend tho indebtedneea at 3 per 
cent. It waa defeated, HO W) 158. 


The Harrison substitute, providing for 


a comuiittoo to negotiate a settlement 
of the ileut, was rejected by the house 
by n vote ot 65 to 214. Many of the 
members were as much oppooed to these 
substitutes as to tho rowers bill. The 
California and middle west members 
voted alinuat 
tiolidly against them. 


"When the vote came on the main propo- 
sition the whole opposition ewnng iuto 
line aud crunhod it by an adverse vote of 
102 to 108. 
The vote waa not taken directly on 


the paBsa^e of tho bill, but on the pre- 
liminary motion to en«roaa and read the 
"bill a third time. Hills which become 
the subject of hard contest are usually 
brought to ft llnal test before the last 
parliamentary stage J8 reached.

Pacific funding bill two years ago waa 
defeated in the Biune manner on the 
same motion.

killed in the house in ten yeara. An 
analysis of tho vote today showed that 
80 Republicans and Hi Democrats voted , 
for the bill, and !K) Republicans 58 Dem- 
ocrats, G PopullstK and 
T) Independents 


against it. .Mr. Powers, the chairman 
of the Pacific Railroad committee, pre- . 
flented a motion to recommit the bill to- 
day after he had recovered from the 
Shock of his defeat, eaying that tho 
members of the house were all in favor 
of a settlement, hut evidently oupoeeil 
to the principle of the measure hie com- 
mittee had brought in. lie thought his 
committee should have an opportunity 
to formulate another bill in the hope 
that it would prove acceptable. The 
point of order was made against Mr. 
Powers' motion, but at the fluggeationof 
the speaker the point waa tiot ruled 
upon today, but will bo when the house 
convenes tomorrow.

The hill oc- 
casioned no debate and waa passed with 
a few minor verbal amendments. Some 
business on the speakcr'a table waa dis- 
posed of. Tho senate amendments to 
the bill aliolinhintt the death penalty in 
certain cases wore concurred in. 


Under tho call of committees the fol- 


lowing hillR warn ptaned: Konate bill 
to require veaaula of hire of fifteen tons 
or over, propollod by gaa, naptha or 
other fluid, t3 submit to inspection and 
comply with rules o' tho road ; to amend 
an act authorizing tin: appointment of 
receivora of national banks; to amend 
the law for the organization of national 
banks so as to provido that no national 
bank shall be organized in cities of 50,- 
000 inhabitants, with lose than $200,000 
capital; in cities of 30,000, with leas 
than $100,000; in cilioa of (1000, $50,000, 
and in cities of 3000, $20,000, and to 
provide an American register for the 
barks Ccrroa and iJlack Diamond. 


At 4.10 p.m. the house adjourned. 
Mr. Powers said tonight that ho did 


not know what would be done, but ex- 
pressed tho opinion that another effort 
should bo made to unaa an acceptable 
bill. The opponents of the bill, on the 
other hand, are rejoicing, and say the 
Tote today settles the fatoof all schemes 
to fund the debt at this session.

Handing their inability to read an 
write."

Bat it is at the worst feature ol the

If Buch a law would be evaded 
to a considerable extent, it assuredly 
would prove effective in a great many 
instances, and to just the eitent that it 
should prove effective, it would Bbnt 
out the illiterate European horde by 
which wolhave been too largely flooded. 
This is a desirable consummation, and 
there is no itnall promise of it in the 
amendment which the senate pas«ed. It 
is, as has been Baid, a big step in the 
right direction.

government to build a road through tin 
rich and productive country, whicl 
offer waa declined at that time, only to 
be taken up by the government itself: 
after eo many years. 


The total length of this railway will bo 


about 80,000 kilometere, or about twice

tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
The Siberian railroad might be divided 
into three sections—western, central 
and eastern. Tho flrat of these, or west- 
ern portion, extends from Techeljabinsk 
to Koigwan, a city lying on tho river 
Ob," a distance of about 1300 .kilo- 
meters. This part of the road traverses 
a eoetnmgly endless deeert. There is no 
vegetation, and all necessary material 
for the construction of tho road has to 
be brought from the Ural mountains, 
which divide European from Asiatic 
Russia. A great many gbridgea over 
email streams uiOBt be built, and these 
will be constructed entirely of wood, to 
be replaced later on by steel aud iron 
structures. 


The eecond section, from Koigwan to 


Irkutsk, the capital of Siberia, will be 
about 1700 kilometers long. Here a 
briilse of 850 meters length over tho 
river Ob will bo built. 
The larger 


towns on this division are Tombak and 
Kraenojarek. The Russian eovemment 
commenced to build this section in 1893 
and it will be finished by 190J. Numer- 
ous highways aud bridges on this divis- 
ion make the construction u-ork very 
difficult. The bridge- over the river 
Jenieaai, n«r Krasnojarek, will be about 
1000 meters long. The material for the 
construction of this division is brought 
by steamer through the Ice sea and up 
the river Jeniseai from lluesia to Kras- 
nojarek. 


The third or eastern part will connect 


Irkutsk with Vladivostok,the distance 
being -1500 kilometers. This division 
was commenced in 1881. Tho diilicul- 
ties on this division aro enormous, 
amongst others being a tunnel four kilo- 
meters in length. The road runs around 
the Baicftl sea, and to facilitate matters 
the Russian engineers have laid a rail, 
across the sea on the ice, which in win- 
ter IB from ten to twelve feet thick. 
Over this 
< construction trains are run. 


The road from here to Vladivostok 


ill be comparatively easy to be built as 


it will parallel the river Amur and enter 
the province of Manchuria, Ohineee ter- 
ritory, near Chabafowka, whence an- 
other line will be built into China to 
Port Arthur. The last 750 kilometere 
Irom Chabarowka to Vladivostok have 
been completed already and this part of 
the road is in runnicjEorder. Twothou-
